It will there- 
fore cost you $27.20, plus a 
tag fees for owning the mo- 
bile home one day. That's 
the interpretation! 

Mrs. Edwina C. Young of 
the Glades Tax Collector's 
Office in a written state- 
ment gives the rules, as fol- 
lows: 

1966 automobile tags will 
go on sale March Ist. Inas- 
much as tags are sold on a 
13 month's basis, the re- 
newal date will continue to 
be one month latur' each 
year until it coincides with 
July 1st. 

However, renewal applica- 
tions for reserve tags are 
now being taken by those 
who wish to reserve the 


same tag number in the 
same series tag as they re- 
served in 1965. On Fete 
ruary Ist, reserve tax ap- 
plications will be open to 
those never having reserv- 
ed tag numbers previousy. 

No reserve tag applica- 
tions will be taken unless 
accompanied by full pay- 
ment of the tag plus a $1.00 
reservation fee. 1965 tag re- 
gistrations should also ac- 
company reserve applica- 
tions in order to facilitate 
the transaction. 

‘House trailer or Mobile 
Home tags will be sold ac- 
cording to length of the 
trailer. Hitherto prices of 
these tags were based on a 
flat rate. Measurement 
should be taken on the out- 
side of the trailer from the 
outside of the trailer from 
the rear of the mobile home 
to the end of the tow hitch. 
Lengths of new trailers can 
be obtained from the Manu-

ECONOMIC PROSPECTS—1966 


The gross output of the American economy will 
be $672 billion in 1965—about 343 billion higher 
than 1964.

The National ‘Association of Manufacturers’ re- 
port on economic prospects for next year states that 
“comparable growth is attainable in 1966, which 
would raise the gross national product for the year 
to close to $715 billion.” 


The NAM report points out that we have emerged 
from an “under utilized” economy to a “fully util- 
ized” economy. 


Our national policies must be oriented to assure 
the accumulation of capital and know-how neces- 
sary to make added manpower more productive at 
a steadily accelerated pace, the report asserted. To 
insure non-inflationary eonomic growth for 1966 
and beyond we should: 


© Make sure that the federal government refrains 
from attempts to replace the marketplace asthe 
instrument for controlling prices and wages. 


e Remove some of the special privileges and ex- 
emptions which by law have been conferred on 
labor unions. 

e Use future opportunities or tax reduction in ways 
which free funds for additional saving rather 
than for additional consumption. 


e Allow interest rates to find their own level, given 
a national policy which permits the supply of 


money and credit to grow only in proportion to 


the growth in the economy. 

"The program for growth will effectively serve 
both our national and international interest, the 
report concluded.
